LESS POLITICS IN AGRICULTURE 


A tew recently passed in New York is 
described bv an authority as a law whose 
basic idea is “that farmers shouldn’t ask 
state oi* federal g overnment to do thing s tha; 
fanners can do themselves. 
The new law 
provides opportunity for producer ooopr • a- 
tives to work tog ether." 
This law substitutes a system of g overn­ 
mental control over certain branches of ag ri­ 
culture for a voluntary cooperative system 
under which actual farmers and their or­ 
g anizations will work tog ether, do their own 
planning , and take their own chances. Oth­ 
er states, where g overnment is an exces­ 
sively larg e factor in the farming business, 
should follow New York’s g ood example. 
Paternalism in ag riculture, as in industry. 
just doesn’t work. The intellig ence and in­ 
itiative of farmers usually can pro\ ide a 
sound solution to their problems.

About the best arg ument ag ainst hug e 
centralized org anizations to do the coun­ 
try's business is the case of Reno E. Stitley. 
Stitlev was a voucher clerk in the park ser­ 
vice in Washing ton, drawing $ 2300 a year. 
But it cramped his style. 
Throug h his hands passed vouchers to 
pay for work in CCC camps. 
So Stitley 
created a CCC camp in his own mind, in­ 
vented names of imag inary people on the 
payroll, imag inary projects, and even wrote 
imag inary’ complaints from the imag inary 
workmen. 
More important, he cashed the 
checks with which the g overnment paid the 
imag inary workmen. 
Fantastic? Certainly! Yet Stitley g ot away 
with it for three years, swindling the g ov­ 
ernment out of more than $ 84,000. 
The 
shuddery thing about this is that it took 
three years to catch him and find out that 
$ 84.000 of tax money had been tossed into 
a CCC camp that didn’t exist. 
And that 
speaks more than a big volume on the 
dang ers of a g reat centralized bureaucracy.
